DIGESTS OF CURRENT NYC THEATRE REVIEWS 


Guys and Dolls- Hudson Celebration's Theatre-in-the- 
Park, Central Park- 7/21,-8/2, 2 pros- Mirror, World Tele- 
gram &Sun- and 5 cons- filed on open air arena presentation 
of hit musical starring Lloyd Bridges, Harvey Stone, Iva Wit - 
hers, staged by Billy Matthews, Affirmative voters enjoyed 
lively production, while majority of negative voters felt pace 
was too slow and wondered if any show could compete with the 
beautiful NYC skyline . Coleman, Mirror, okayed interesting 
cast in entertainment blockbuster which lends itself to arena 
staging. Aston, WTS , approved of lively production inspite of 
poor acoustics and some lesser performances, But dissenters 
vetoed proceedings, Funke, Times, felt production lacked the 
necessary zip and zest and shared blame with acoustics, magic 
of NY skyline, arena staging which disperses action, and a less 
than inspired cast. Crist, Herald Tribune, billed it as a dull, 
spiritless, plodding production with more symphonic overtone 
than solid beat in Samuel Matlovsky's musical direction with 
most of the scenes concentrated off center, out of range of the 
microphones and a large part of the audience. Watt, News , 
also panned creaky entertainment in which the stage picture 
seems puny before the skyline, Critic reported Margot Moser's 
voice was wasted, O'Connor, Journal American, joined others 
who suggested the Runyon characters properly belong indoors, 
not outdoors,and he also’ felt skimpy stage production had 
most of its action in quick exits through the audience and not 
onstage. Herridge, Post, marked cast as better than average 
and the choice of play as okay, but commented that theatre is 
just too immense to channel the impact the audience should 
get. This plus a spotty sound system and that distracting sky- 
line hinder proceedings. Drama editor noted that NY Shake- 
speare productions, farther north in Central Park, seem able 
to give more punch with their more concentrated proscenium 
stage. 


The Connection- Living Theatre 7/15.5 cons- Times, 
Herald Tribune, Post, Journal American, World Telegram 
Sun- filed on Jack Gelber's drama on jazz presented in rep- 
ertory with Many Loves. Though several thought acting of 
hipsters was authentic all condemned pruceedings for taste- 
less language and boring plot. A few of critics suggested 
that director Judith Malina and her cast were perhaps mak- 
ing fun of the current jazz scene, but finally concluded that 
they weren't, A mixture of dirt, smalltime philosphy and ex- 
tended runs of "cool" music by an onstage jazz quartet, sum- 
med Calta, Times. It fritters away its theme with inexpert 
and obvious stunts, he concluded. Crist, Herald Tribune , 
panned jazz itself as undistinguished and script as junk and 
boring. O'Connor, Journal American, labeled evening as 
both dull and dirty, actually an insult to amateurs to call it 
an amateurish performance, People connected with it can 
have no real love for the theatre or they, would not appear 
in an alleged play without plots, lines, acting. Krisher, WTS, 
and Herridge, Post, felt action of hipsters convincing if it 
were not a joke. F.rmer approved cast headed by John Mc- 
Curry and Barbara Winchester , but noted play was over - 
long and lacked a point of view. Latter listed proceedings 
as six hipsters in search of a play. Unless cast were really 
getting heroin as pay,they are mighty fine actors for they 
are must convincing drama editor admitted, This is just 
about the most avant-garde play that this avant-garde group 
has attempted, she concluded, 


DuBarry Was A Lady- Rye,NY 7/16. Herridge, Post, 
enjoyed Bert Lahr's clowning in Cole Porter-Buddy DeSylvia- 
Herbert Fields musical . Though revival has almost no book 
it is sufficient for Lahr's antics, Jacqueline James fine voice 
and brassy manner and Michael Dominico's impressive danc- 
ing. Rest of cast of summer package i's merely competent . 

The result is a Lahr fun show and saucy summer entertainment,

FREE CRITICISM.,.Managements who invite critics to their 
first nights are not always ready to take the rough with 
the smooth, comments "Stage" editorial. When the re- 
viewer is displeased,tempers blaze and there have been 
attempts to strike the names of hard-to-please critics 
off Press lists, A first night is surely a matter of pub- 
lic interest, so one is entitled to comment upon it, even 
if not specifically invited to do so by the management , 
British trade journal points out. Critics love the theatre 
otherwise they could not endure night after night in the 
stalls, often seeing the sort of entertainment to which 
they would not go from choice, They take the rough with 
the smooth and the genuine critic always goes to the 
theatre hoping for a sucess and deploring a failure. He 
guards the theatre jealously, eagerly upholding the high- 
est possible standards, They are entitled to an honest 
opinion and they are entitled to express it, That fact is 
something which all managements should accept as part 
and parcel of the gamble of going into show business,

SUMMER COLLEGE THEATRE.,. Why don't more colleges 
contribute their theatres , which lie relatively dormant

Guys and Dolls in Theatre -in-the-Park, Central Park 
rates as an average summer tent presentation which suffices 
for the not too critical vacation audience, but seems second 
rate in every department compared with average NYC prod- 
uctions, summer or winter. Granted that anything after the 
first view of the handsome open air arena theatre and the 
legendary Central Park South skyline would be an anti-climax, 
the current production with its talented, attractive cast is lost 
in its surroundings. The pace of both the music and the acting 
is sleepy at best, and the famous plot drags and drags. No 
Salvation Army band in the world had as large a string section, 
and in the handsome, immense arena the music sounds dull. 


An Off Broadway theatre On Broadway at 42nd St and 
Ninth Ave is the happy prospect for September, at the start 
of what appears from the calendar to be one of NY's most 
exciting and hectic theatre seasons. This plus the near cer- 
tainity of snaring back several of the 42nd St "grind" film 
houses for legit might be the clincher in persuading a real 
estate man that a new theatre in an apartment house or office 
building might be a good investment. Inspite of several press 
announcements of such new theatres being constructed since 
the new NYC Building Code was established to allow such 
construction, no theatre-apartment buildings have got past 
the publicity stage.

Anybody got a home for Circle in the Square? Forced 
to vacate in late Oct to make way for a new l2 story apart - 
ment house the group which helped found Off Broadway as 
we have it today and the only continuous Off Broadway pro- 
ducing organization is at the moment homeless. Though 
co-producer told Herridge, Post, of his long search, he 
certainly will reject no interesting leads. The odd shaped 
basement at Sheridan Square with its unique problems will 
be impossible to duplicate and is bound to be missed by 
many theatre-goers who have had pleasant memories of 
fine productions viewed there. It would be a deep loss to 
NYC theatre if the Circle producers miss a season in NY 
due to a lack of a suitable theatre,

The idea expressed by Theatre-on-the Green producer 
Alison Ridley Evans that colleges should present their play- 
houses in summer to young actors and directors rent free is 
as good as far as it goes, Giving free housing blindly to alum- 
ni is a thought if carried too far could be ruinous for actor 
and public. But presenting the dormant college theatres to 
worthwhile Off Broadway producers, alumni or not, is cer- 
tainly a thought worthy of further discussion and debate,
